Nearly 100 miles north the 


oad crosses the Wyoming line into Ida- 
o. 
Before leaving this large territory 


•e will make a few notes relative to the 
esources of Wyoming. 
The territory 


es in the very heart of tbe Rocky Mount- 


ain region and has an area of nearly 100,- 
000 sqiure miles, one-fourth of which is 
underlaid with immense deposits of coal, 
the grazing grouuds occupy over one-h ilf 
the territory aud about 30,000 square 
miles are heavily timbered. 
It is claimed 


that 13,000,000 acres of the land may be 
brought under cultivation. 
So far but 


little farming is done but where the en- 
terprising husbandman has made expeii- 
ments in tilling the soil the results have 
been most satisfactory. 
Eleven large 


streams of water have their sources iu ihe 
territory, viz: the Yellowstone, Noith 
Platto, Big Horn, Green, Bear, Snake, 
Tongue, Laratnie, Cheyenne, Powder and 
Sweet Water. 
These streams are the 


head tributaiiesof the Missouri, Columbia 
and Colorado rivers. 
Gold abounds in 


both the placer beds and quartz ledges. 
Immense beds of iron ore are known to 
exist, the most famous at present being 
near Ruwlins, whore also a superior nie- 
talic paint is manufactured 
from 
the 


earthen deposits. Over 100 acres of beds 
of crystalized sulphate of soda, many foot 
in thickness exist near Laramic City. 
Oil bearing shale and crude petroleum 
pvislq in diffi-ront localities. 
Thp lumber 


buaincoc it just beginning to receive at- 
tention in tbe territory 
Mineral springs, 


hot springs, beautiful lakes and mountain 
parks add to the many attractions pecu- 
liar to Wyoming. 
This vast region at 


the present day so little known, .vill in 
due time become a mighty com iionwoalth 
to pay tribute to the industry and genius 
of a legion of Inhabit nits yet to come to 
her broad fields. 


Just after crossing into the territory of 


Idnbo the road runs into the Boar river 
valley which by the way is a beautiful 
section of country. Considerable farming 
is done, but the principal industry seems 
to be stock raising and putting up hay to 
supply the ready market found for it. 
The soil is of a black loam similar to that 
found 
in Iowa and Illinois. 
Passing 


through Bear river valley proper, we enter 
a yet larger and more extensively im- 
proved valley,called the Bear Lake valley. 
Wheat, oats, barley, vegetables and small 
fruits are extensively raised. 
As we 


continue on northward we leave the valley 
and enter the mountains through a narrow 
canon. Emerging again from tlie mount- 
ains we come to the Soda Springs a place 
of considerable note as a resort for inva- 
lids and pleasure seekers. 
Extensive 


improvements are going on there. The 
surrounding is an upland mesa covered 
with sage brush that in places grows six 
feet in height and with trunks as much 
as six inches in diameter, veritable trees. 
Some miles north is Pocatello,our present 
stopping place. It' is where the Utah 
and Northern branch of the Union Pacific 
railroad connects with the Oregon Short 
Line. 
The former extends on some 300 


miles to the Northern Pacific railroad at 
Garrison, the latter to Shoshone Haily, 
the great mining region of* Idaho. 
The 


Union Pacific company bought forty acres 
of land of the Shaw nee and Baimock In- 
dians and located the town on it and of 
course have everything their own way as 
the Indian reservation embraces all th • 
surrounding country. 
There arc almost 


1500 Indians on the reservation; they 
are on hand in goodly numbers, dressed 
in uncivilized style and decorated with 
paint in various colors. 
From the station 


hotel we can see one of their camps, the 
smoke issuing from the tops of their te- 
pees. Squaws go around with their pa- 
poose strapped to their backs. 
In their 


trading we see them handling twenty 
dollar gold coins as if money was plenty 
with them and some hove a profusion of 
jewelry ornaments about their persons, 
the same as their more civilized sisters. 
The sale of intoxicating liquors is strictly 
forbidden- here for which the railroad 
company should have honored credit. A 
large number of employes are at work 
here grading the grounds, laying track 
and building houses for the company. 
The hotel is an' extensive building fur- 
nished equal to any first-class hotel, so 
that even here in this wild region, among 
the swarthy denizens of the forest and 


plain, one fools at home, or that civiliza- 
tion has clasped hands with Lo the poor 
Indian. 


Idaho Territory embraces an area of 


80,000 square miles. Below the mount- 
ain regions tho high rolling hills are 
covered 
with nutritious grasses upon 


which stock may feed the year around. 
Tho still lower table lands covered mostly 
with snge brush, when farmed by irriga- 
tion produce large crops of grains and 
vegetables. The first bottoms along the 
streams produco excellent hay without 
irrigation. 
The mountains arc mostly 


covered with heavy timber. The mineral 
wealth of the territory is increasing yearly; 
already has the territory added to tho 
world's wealth 190,000,000 of Ihe precious 
metals and yet the development of the 
mines of Salmon river, Wood river, Saw- 
tooth and Yankee fork districts ha* but 
fairly commenced. 
From 40,000 to 


50,000 head of cattle urc marketed yearly 
from the natural pasture lands of tho 
territory. Throughout the tercitory tho 
"arming lands are being taken up rapidly. 
Iu many localities fruit does well; an 
orchard in Boise Valley produces on an 
,vcrage. 4.000 bushels of apples, pears 
and peaches yearly. 
Statistics state that 


wheat yields on an average 30 bushels to 
the acre ; oats 60 bushels ; Jbarley 40 
bushels, and that nil kinds of vegetables 
usually raised in the temperate zones 
grow to nn immense size. 
Our observa- 


tion of the soil and products gives us 
reason to beliovo the above statements 
are not overdrawn. A lady in this valley 
who .has been here three years says the 
winters are rather severe as wo might 
Sllppuso <>,v;.,a ln Mm olov.t;,,,, „„,) Mm 
close proximity to the mountain ranges, 
some of which have peaks 10,000 feet 
above ocean level aud covered with snow 
all the vear.

The list includes, however, all the 


so-called professions, and certain branches 
vhich are often used as stopping stones 
to a purely professional li e.

.jpe writer, and phonography. 
Of these

varied endowments is undoubtedly the 
irt of short-hand writing.

vork was dune entirely by men, iu every 
>hce where it is used, which includes all 
tr nearly all European countries. 
The 


ourts of all kinds, tho lawyer's offices, 
nd the place of reporter for tlie press 
vere all occupied by mon. 
It was not 


honght possible for tho female hand to 
.cquirc the rapid motion, or the female 
irain the quickness of thought necessary 
or the sliillod stenographer. One by one, 
on ever, the wives and sisters, sometimes 
he sweethearts, of the reporters became 
nitialed into the mysteries of the hooks 
nd curves. 
After a little while they

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ionic amanuenses, and accident or irippy 
ircuiiist'ince placed some of them in good 
losilions as assistants to expert reporters

Merchants, in- 


uranuc officers and manufacturers depend 
non them for letter-writing. Even the 
rocer ana inu uaiwi u^vuvg „.._.. __.. 
'hich are received in short-hand. 


From the position of private secretary, 


he amanuensis advances to that of re- 
orter, taking notes of lectures and cs- 
ays, doing work for tho press, nud even 
titering the court room in some states. 
f she does not reach these higher and 
letter paying place*, it is because of lack 
f determination and hard work; for 
here are few things that require such 
irsistent hard work as verbatim report- 


ng. 
Probably not one in a hundred of 


hose who begin tbe study of phonography 
n the flush of enthusiasm ever carry it 
ar enough to make any practical use of 
t; and, of the few •who acquire a speed 
f one hundred words a minute, the ma- 
ority remain at that halting place, while 
only the exceptional ones j;o on to the 
peed of one hundred and fifty or sixty 


words, necessary for the verbatim re- 
,orter. 


No one should begin the study of this 


icrpiexing delightful branch without well 
considering this fact. The quick ear, the 
rained eye, the rapid perception, the 
and of the ready writer, must be accom- 


panied by 
a fair education and good 


judgment, if one is to succeed. 
Add to 


this pluck and perseverance, and there is 
no reason why women should uot find in 
stenography a permanent and satisfactory 
profession, or climb by it, as Dickens 
did, to a yet higher scat of honor.—Chris- 
tian Register.
